RESOLUTION CALLING FOR A SPECIAL ELECTION AND DIRECTING THE VILLAGE
CLERK TO PUBLISH NOTICE OF THE SPECIAL ELECTION TO BE HELD ON MARCH 15,
2022, FOR THE PUPOSE OF ELECTING THE VILLAGE OF PHOENIX MAYOR AND THE
VILLAGE OF PHOENIX TRUSTEES

WHEREAS, the Village of Phoenix (hereinafter the “Village”) passed Local Law 2 of the Year 2020
(hereinafter “Local Law 27), subject to mandatory referendum, moving the Village election from March 15 to the
first Tuesday following the first Monday in November (the general election date).

WHEREAS, after Local Law 2 was passed, the Village believed that the Oswego County Board of
Elections would conduct the Village elections for Village mayor and two Village trustees on Tuesday, November
2, 2021 (the general election date).



WHEREAS, the Oswego County Board of Elections refused to conduct the Village elections on

November 2, 2021, because the Village of Phoenix is not wholly contained within a single election district as
required by Election Law Section 15-104(1)(c).

WHEREAS, the Village of Phoenix is covered by two election districts — Schroeppel 1 and Schroeppel
2, which include voters within the Village and outside of the Village and span the Village boundaries.

WHEREAS, the Village could not conduct its own Village elections on November 2, 2021, because
only the Board of Elections has the authority to conduct an election on the first Tuesday following the first
Monday in November (the general election date).

WHEREAS, Local Law 2 should be deemed invalid because it does not conform with the requirements
of Election Law Section 15-104(1)(c).

WHEREAS, the November 2, 2021, election has passed, and the Village mayor and two Village

trustees remain unelected holdover officers.

WHEREAS, the Village wishes to call a special election for the following Village offices, and for the

following terms:

Village Mayor, currently held by Caleb Sweet for a term of one (1) year.
Village Trustee, currently held by Adam Mulderig for a term of one (1) year.

Village Trustee, currently held by Danny Dunn for a term of one (1) year.

Village Trustee, currently held by David Pendergast for a term of two (2) years.
e Village Trustee, currently held by Paul Griser for a term of two (2) years.

WHEREAS, the Village wishes to conduct the special election on March 15, 2022 at the

Enterprise Fire Department located at 457 Main Street, Phoenix, NY 13135, between the hours of 12:00 pm and
9:00 pm.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Trustees of the

Village of Phoenix, in regular session, does hereby declare, authorize approve, and direct the Village Clerk to
conduct a special election on March 15, 2022, at Enterprise Fire Department located at 457 Main Street,
Phoenix, NY 13135, between the hours of 12:00 pm and 9:00 pm for the following offices and terms:

e Village Mayor, currently held by Caleb Sweet for a term of one (1) year.

e Village Trustee, currently held by Adam Mulderig for a term of one (1) year.

e Village Trustee, currently held by Danny Dunn for a term of one (1) year.

e Village Trustee, currently held by David Pendergast for a term of two (2) years.
e Village Trustee, currently held by Paul Griser for a term of two (2) years.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Boatd of Trustees

of the Village of Phoenix, in regular session, does hereby approve and direct the Village Clerk to publish notice
of the special election to be held on March 15, 2022, Enterprise Fire Department located at 457 Main Street,
Phoenix, NY 13135, between the hours of 12:00 pm and 9:00 pm., in accordance with Village Law Section 16-
1602.
